about how our yards cun be made 


more attractive and home-like. 


Did you know that the character of 
the owner o£ a home is portrayed by 
the kind of yard he has and the wuy 
it is kept? Ail of you that have read 
David Graysons “The Friendly Road," 
appreciated the way he judged people 
by their yards, and how these same 
yards gave him the key to the wanner 
in which he should approach the peo­ 
ple who lived in Hie houses that wore 
in these yards. 
So, everyday we are 
judged by our yards aud our town is 
scored by all these 
home 
settings 
ai ken together. 
livery member of the home demon­ 
stration clubs is reoil ired to do some­ 
thing 
by 
way of beautifying their 
home grounds. 
In some communities 
they have a competition to see which 
member can make her yard more at­ 
tractive. 
So, in the same way are 
the women’s clubs banding together on 
the same project. 
In some places, the 
women have selected a certain flower 
or shrub that shall be planted by all 
their members, thus making tlieir own 
town beautiful with their club flower. 
In Bryan, I think ii is, 
the 
crepe 
myrtle has been selected as the shrub 
to be planted. 
Here we find it rallier hard to get 
some flowers to grow, but everyone 
can either have roses, shrubs of some 
kind, vines, or flower 1k>xps. 
l f the 
wind is too strong or tile soil in your 
yard will not grow flowers why not 
plant your flowers in a box. 
Then, 
the box can be covered during bad 
weather or be taken 
in 
the 
bouse. 
The window boxes are very good for 
planting the flowers for the school­ 
room. 
The boxes used for 
this 
purjiose 
should be as ample as possible—the 
full length of the window easing out­ 
side, and, at least one foot wide and 
deep. 
They should be made of inch 
boards closely fitted together, so that 
the sides shall not. warp and allow' 
the water to run through too freely, 
washing out nod exhausting the soil. 
Holes should be made in the bottom 
of the I lox for the escape of surplus 
water. 
Broken crock, rocks or other 
drainage should lie placed next to thel 
bottom to prevent the earth working; 
in and obstructing the free passage of 
water. The surface of the soil should 
he kept open and center left a little 
lower than the* sides, to prevent the 
water from just 
passing 
down 
the 
sides and not soaking ill of the soil. 
Do not crowd too many plants in one 
box. 
Five erect plants and three vines 
are enough for a box of four square 
feet. 
Petunias, verbena, nasturtiums, 
phlox, and Ruch vines 
as 
morning 
glory, thunbergia. and wild cucum­ 
ber make attractive box s. 
(’deus

Paint 
supports

boxes to ma tell the house. 
In making our flower gardens we 
not only add a great deal of pleasure 
to our lives, but it lias an effect on all 
that pass by. 
An editorial in 'bi 
Farm aud Bauch, s a y s “Garden cul­ 
ture was practiced before field cul­ 
ture. 
Man’s beginning dates from the 
time when the Creator Himself ‘walk 
cd in tho garden in the cool ut th( 
day.* 
We are told that ‘God planted 
a garden eastward in Eden and there 
In* put the man he had funne l —‘And 
the Lord said that it is not good that 
man should be alone; I wilfmaUc him 
a helpmate’ (probably to care for the 
garden.) 
‘ Thus the garden 
was 
associated 
with creation aud it should continue 
to contribute, to our needs for food, 
fur pleasure, tor exercise and for prot­ 
it. The farm garden has emphasized 
intensified culture;

What kind of autos did they have 
in 1821? 
Hear the ready answer; 
“There were no autos in 1*21!” 
But, 
as it happens, there were automobiles 
as early as 1780: in fuct, men began 
to experiment with motor carriages 
almost us soon us the locomotive en­ 
gine Infra me known. 
Between I NJ I 
aud 1840 a number of motor road car­ 
riages were built by private individ­ 
uals, mostly clumsy affairs, of course, 
but practicable us fur as they went. 
All. of course, ran by steam. 
The 
actual development of the automobile 
as we know it, waited on the inven­ 
tion of the explosion motor, aud aw 
■he first explosion motor were gas en­ 
gines, there was still another wait. 
until we had learned to store our fuel 
in liquid form, as gasoline, and turn 
it into gas in the engine itself. 
With 
the intention of the gasoline engine, 
the spread of good roads, the develop­ 
ment of the rubber tire, aud a few 
other tilings, the automobile had a 


c le a r field before it. 
But it was no 
new thing. 
Bays a writer of a lead­ 
ing article ia the t ’uiversal Engineer 
(New York. May I) : 
"Steam being practically the only 


know* power aaul# from air, which 
drove windmills, etc., that very natur­ 
ally was first, used for the automobile, 
being applied to wheel carriages in 
ITttti by one Nicholas Joseph Stiguol, 
a French military engineer. 
The Min­ 
istry of War, at that time having be­ 
come iatereated in the invention, the 
carriage was built with public funds, 
but was unsuccessful, owing to the dif­ 
ficulty of furnishing water to the boil­ 
er, or because of tho small sisse of the 
sam*, as it could not run for more 
thus a abort distance without stop 
ping to get up sterna, it lm<! consider­ 
able power, aud was credited with 
breaking down a stuns wall in one of 
its Journey*. 
“Tho second machine was a tliree- 
wheeler car, the boiler being placed 
in front and the forewheels driven by 
a double-cyUnder engine. 
This car is 
now preserved in the Conservation 
de* Arts, at Paris, and Suguot may 
thus be credited with having made the 
first successful horseless carriage. 
HW*tt in Pineland wa* too butty 
with other work to pay much atten­ 
tion to passenger cars, but applied for 
a pa test for one In 17M, though there 
is so record of his having followed 
lh# ca tter up. 
Ho is said. however, j 
in latotr years to have beet* opposed 


to steam carriages, and would not per­ 
mit them to pass bis residence. 
“ In 1772 oliver Evans in America 
started las investigation of a steam 
engine, petitioning the Legislature ut 
Pennsylvania in 177c. for the exclu­

The 
Legislature of M aryland granted a 
similar petition in 17*7.
